On Friday, September 3, 2004, BellSouth filed its Brief In Support of Proposed 
Interconnection Agreement language. At pages 16-1 8, BellSouth referred to 
proceedings in Maine, noting there was no final Commission order there and that the 
Maine Commission voted not to require line sharing as a Section 271 obligation. 

The Maine Commission issued its order in Docket No. 2002-682 on September 
3, 2004. At note 38 the order provides “[nleither the TRO or USTA I/ directly addressed 
whether an ILEC’s continuing unbundling obligations under section 271 include 
continued access to line sharing . . . and we will not reach that issue in this Order.”
